The following editorial is reprinted from the St. Louis Globe-Democrat , Nov 
8, 1373.' 



Arab nations are attempting to force the United States to change its Middle 
east policies by cutting off oil shipments to this country. 

They also are applying the squeeze on Japan and Europe, both much more 
heavily dependent on Arab oil than the United States, to get them to pressure 
us for a pro-Arab stand in the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

This tactic of using an export in a blatant blackmail attempt is simply 
international gangsterism. The Arabs also have gravely miscalculated if they 
believe they can bend United States policy with this contemptuous maneuver. 

The United States, in the first place, can make do without the Arab oil if 
it has to. But it also has a powerful trade weapon of its own to use on the 
Arabs if they want to play the game this way. 

The weapon is wheat. The United States in the three months before the 
latest Arab-Israeli war shipped 645,000 tons of wheat to Arab countries, which 
was 3 J- times the quantity sold to the Arabs in July to September last year. 

It is too early to tell what the war might mean to these shipments, but the 
demand for wheat in Arab countries reportedly is still very heavy due to poor 
wheat harvests. 

So the United States response to the Arab oil cutoff should be obvious. 
Cut off their wheat and all other critical goods. Trade is a two-way street. 
It never was intended to be used as a bludgeon to force foreign policy changes. 

Arab leaders would be wise to drop this foolish oil ploy. It can come 
squirting back in their faces in the form of trade reprisals that could inflict 
far more damage than their oil cutoffs. And if they cut back on oil exports to 
the entire West what are they going to do with the reserve supplies — drink them? 

Japan, facing a loss of 40$ of its oil imports from the Arabs, hoisted the 
umbrella Tuesday and urged an immediate Israeli withdrawal to territory held 
Derore tne iyb7 Hia-iiast war. 

■ The Common Market nations took similar action in Brussels as they called on 
Israel to pave the way for a settlement of the war byending "the territorial 
occupation which it has maintained" in Arab lands. 

Neville Chamberlain might ha^e liked this approach. But any government with 
any integrity would reject this abject sellout. 

The United States cannot permit this gangster tactic to succeed. It must 
continue to press for a settlement that is just to both sides, not one that 
would force the Israelis to give up all their truipp cards in any peace 
negotiations .
